l^IcGill Students* Society (MSS) is a mystery to many 
McGill students. What really goes on behind the closed 
doors of the MSS offices? What is accomplished at 
their Council meetings? 

Many students don't really know for sure. 

East Thursday, a petition concerned with the rela- 
tionship between the MSS Students' Council and MSS 
food and beverage operations, signed by 220 students, 
was brought to the Students' Council meeting. 




One of the intentions behind 
thé petition, says an originator, 
David Schulze, was to 
' familiarize students with such 
issues as the management of 
MSS food and beverage opera- 
tions and treatment of MSS 
full-time and part-time 
employees. 

MSS operates 
in a vacuum 

According to Schulze, MSS 
doesn't make' much an effort to 
inform students about the issues, 
and. to involve them in the 
decision-making process. 

'{The MSS tends to work in a 
vacuum and has limited contact 
with the student populace," 
Schulze said. 



Students' Council meets at 
least once a month. Student 
councillors, as elected represen- 
tatives are responsible to the 
student body for the decisions 
they make. They are responsible 
for such ' student concerns as 
diverse as Welcome Week, the 
allocation of club budgets, and 
divestment of McGill funds 
from South Africa. Each stu- 
dent pays $27 per semester to 
MSS. 

Constitutionally, MSS is not, 
as yet, required to pass or con- 
sider any student petition, even 
if the petition is signed by a 
large majority of McGill 
students. ' MSS has not yet

MSS to monitor student drinking 

To beer or not to beer

Your big beer provider is watching you. 
McGill Student Society (MSS) is planning to investigate the use of alcohol among 
students. 

MSS has created a committee entitled The Ad Hoc Committee on the Use of 
Alcohol in the University Centre. Yat K. Lo, VP internal, head of the committee, in- 
tends to use the committee "to essentially create a greater awareness of alcoholic 
consumption on campus." 

The committee is presently 
considering the BACCHUS 
Philosophy (Boost Alcohol 



Consciousness Concerning the 
Health of University Students) 
as the model for dealing with 
curtailing alcohol abuse. BAC- 
CHUS was the Roman god of 
wine and pleasure. The pro- 
gramme began in the USA and 
its headquarters is at the 
University of Florida. It does 
not focus on scare tactics or 
anti-drinking campaigns, but 
rather, "...promotes the 
responsible decision-making 
concerning its use or non-use." 

MSS would like to see a pro- 
gramme, such as BACCHUS, 
started some time next year. 
They hope to arouse interest in 
students who could assist in its 
implementation. For now, the 
committee has issued a mandate 
stating the objectives for this 
year. Two of the seven stated 
are: "2.1 To review the 
qualitative use of 
alcohol in Gerts Pub.the Alley, 
and the Ballroom. 2.2 To review 
the quantitative use of alcohol 
in Gerts Pub.the Alley and the 
Ballroom." According 



to Lo, the committee has not yet 
had enough time to decide how 
to implement these objectives. 

MSS' initial concern is that 
universities have the highest 
percentage of group drinking 
and therefore a higher incidence 
of alcohol related accidents and 
fatalities. The well-publicized 
alcohol related death last 
semester of a young man at the 
University of Saskatchewan in 
Saskatoon caused that universi- 
ty to crack down on student' 
drinking. U of S administrators 
refused to issue more liquor per- 
mits after the incident. 

Concern over the potential 
occurrence of a similar accident 
was voiced by MSS President 
Grace Permaul. She added that 
MSS could be held responsible, 
leading to the revoking of their 
liquor licenses for campus ac- 
tivities. Many of these events 
contribute toward financing 
other MSS activities.

Referenda, which would allow 
students to have a direct say by 
holding a campus-wide referen- 
dum on MSS policy-making 
process or management. 

220 dissatisfied 
•with MSS food and 
beverage operations 
The first motion from the 
petition voiced concern over 
general dissatisfaction on cam- 
pus with both the quality and 
price of food provided by Les 
Services Alimentaires (CVQ. 
CVC is the management com- 
pany contracted this year by 
MSS to run all food and 
beverage services on campus. 

No grounds for 
discontent? 

MSS voted to strike out two 
Whereas clauses, the first of 
which concerned this 
dissatisfaction. Vice President 
Finance Scott Keating claimed 
there were no grounds for the 
discontent expressed by the peti- 
tion. 

But, says Schulze, "the peti- 
tion had 220 names on it, those 
220 should know they have been 
disregarded." 

Another Whereas clause 
stated the contract with CVC 
may be altered or terminated in 
the near future if the MSS is

what's going on or who's in 
control of what in Gert's and 
the Alley. 

"I'm very dissatisfied with 
the idea of the executive making 
such sweeping decisions in our 
name and then coming back and 
not even fully informing us of 
what they are doing," he added. 
No consideration 

The second motion of the 
petition sought to prevent MSS 
from interfering with the 
organisation of student part- 
time employees into a union. 
MSS council voted by a 14-5 
margin to not consider the mo- 
tion. 



"Hindering the formation of 
a union is illegal anyway, we 
don't need to discuss this," said 
Martine Gagnon, Vice Presi- 
'dent External. 

But, says Westman, last year 
MSS tried to frustrate the for- 
mation of the full-time union. 
He contends that, "there are il- 
legal tactics of hindering a 
union, we want to prevent 
both." 

However, Keating believes it 
is • everyone's right to form a 
union and MSS would not in- 
terfere with any attempt 
students made to organise 
themselves. 



dissatisfied with CVC's service. 

However, according to 
Keating, "there has been no 
change in the relationship bet- 
ween CVC and the MSS." 

There have been some infor- 
mal agreements made between 
MSS and the CVC. MSS has 
taken over the management of 
both pubs. Although the con- 
tract with CVC has not formally 
changed, CVC will now deal on- 
ly with food services and not 
beverage operations. 

The decision to resume con- 
trol of beverage operations was 
taken because "we're hoping to 



bring students back to Ger- 
trude's," says Keating, "and we 
couldn't do it effectively with 
the structure we had before." 

But this decision was im- 
plemented January 1 without 
Council's knowledge or ratifica- 
tion. Councillors found out 
about this informal arrange- 
ment for the first time Thursday 
night. 

Councillors are not aware of 
the exact nature of MSS's newly 
acquired involvement in pub 
management. Daron Westman, 
club representative to Council 
said, "I don't know myself

He will be or- 
chestrating a shift away from 
arts and humanities studies at 
universities and CEGEP's, 
gearing students instead to find 
jobs in the high-technology 
marketplace of tommorrow. 

"Since the economic crisis we 
noticed that we have limited

Soviet montage 
exposed here

A Soviet photographic ex- 
hibition has opened in Mon- 
tréal. Organised by TASS, the 
official Soviet News Agency, 
and entitled A Land of Nor- 
thern Lights, the exhibit in- 
cludes over 250 large size colour 
and black and white 
photographs of the Soviet' 
North. 

Although the Soviet Far 
North covers half of the entire 
territory of the U.S.S.R., the 
region is not often exposed in- 
ternationally. 

Stretching 7,000 kilometres 
along the Arctic Ocean, the 
Soviet Far North is one of the 
richest regions of the Soviet 
Union. Twenty-six different 
native ethnic groups make it a 



in Canada, "the exhibition 
reflects a mutual Soviet- 
Canadian agreement on 
cooperation in Arctic and Nor- 
dic research." 

Alexey Rodionov, the Soviet 
Ambassador to Canada, on the 
opening night of the exh bition 
said, ."the North unites tl t two 
countries, it does not ser. irate 
them."

"There is a danger of present- 
mindedness," said Concordia 
Dean of Fine Arts Robert 
Parker. "Higher education is 
subject to the pressures of socie- 
ty," pressure which now means 
more emphasis on technology, 
Parker said. 

"We could become slaves to 
technology, dealing with 
technical content but not able to 
deal with human concerns. Arts 
for all these years have been 
teaching people to make critical 
choices," said Parker. 

"Becoming tech-based means 
we don't make critical choices," 
said Parker. 

"Becoming tech-based means., 
we don't make coices on human 
needs and human values," the 
Dean said. 

Grendon Haines, the special 
assistant to Concordia's vice- 
rector, said emphasis on science 
and technology shouldn't be at 
the expense of arts, where fun- 
ding is sorely lacking. 

"With more emphasis on 
science and technology, can you 
prepare someone for the shif- 
ting job market?" Haines ask- 
ed. "If he's specialized he's 
locked into the feudal system. 
It's a master-slave relationship. 

"Someone with a broader 
education can be more flexible 
in the job market, and be able 
develop himself," Haines said. 
However, Haines said the 
switch is good in that more in-

Students at McGill drink 
about 8,000 pounds of coffee a 
year. Now, Maxwell House is 
no longer the only choice. . 

Three years ago, a group 
from Toronto, Bridgehead 
Trading, started a non-profit 
organisation to import coffee 
from Nicaragua. The operation 
has been extended to Québec 
through the Cooperative La 
Balance and now extends across 
Canada. 

A year and a half ago, the 
McGill Central American 
Group (MCAG) began lobbying 
MSS to introduce Nicaraguan 
coffee. This year, the MSS 
decided ' to accept the offer. 
However, only the Alley will sell 
the Nicaraguan coffee and only 
as one of its brands. MSS decid- 
ed to see students' responses 
before expanding the operation 
on campus. 

Since 1979, when the present 
Sandinista government toppled 
the regime of Anastasio 
Somoza, projects aimed at 
building a new society in 
Nicaragua have met with a stiff 
resistence from the U.S. govern- 
ment. Contrary to most of 
Western Europe, which has 
good relations with Nicaragua, 



the Reagan administration has 
decided to severely restrict the 
importations from the country. 
The purpose, acknowledged by 
the administration is to create 
economic difficulties for the 
Nicaraguan government. 

Coffee is among these pro- 
ducts affected. It is one of the 
main sources of foreign ex- 
change for Nicaragua. During 
the Somoza years, the U.S. was 
the traditional buyer of 
Nicaraguan coffee. 

The purpose of cooperatives 
such as Bridgehead is primarily 
to create markets for 
Nicaraguan coffee, grown by 
cooperatives and state enter- 
prises, linking Nicaraguan pro- 
ducers and Canadian con- 
sumers. 

With the revenue from the 
coffee sales, Nicaraguans want 
to build a roasting and packag- 
ing plant. Processing and 
packaging plants will, of 
course, provide jobs in secon- 
dary industries — a necessity 
for most Third World coun- 
tries. 

MCAG believes a thoughtful 
consumption is a much 
healthier way of favouring 
development than charity or 
transfer payments. 

Several universities in 
Canada, including UQAM in 



Montréal, are already offering 
Nicaraguan coffee. 

With sufficient student 
response Nicaraguan coffee 
might replace Maxwell House at 
all outlets on campus. 

According to MCAG, all 
those who have tasted the 
Bridgehead /La Balance coffee 
(including MSS) agree it is a 
high quality black and brown 
pure Arabica coffee. 

The coffee is being sold in the 
Daily office (Union room B-03) 
in 250g vacuum packaged bags 
for $2.50. 

Coffee is sold in the Alley, 
located in the basement of the 
Student Union building, for 50 
cents a cup. However, yon must 
specify you want the 
Nicaraguan coffee. 

According to MACG, con- 
sumption is not a neutral act. 
Students have the choice, as 
consumers, to decide who they 
want to support when they buy 

coffee-
